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The Resignation of General saeklles.
Ir appeats tlist as woon as General Blokles
yoad the report of Mmruey-ti‘uneul Btan-
bery, he forwarded his resignation to
Washington, In this he acted like an
honorable and high-spirited soldier, and cannot
be blamed for his course. But we think he
made s mistake. Let the Attorney-Genaral
and all the other legal quibblers in the coun-
try abuse his actions. It Is his sound polioy
to pursue the even tenor of his way, paying
1o attention to anything but a direct order
rom the President. When that order comes
he can resign or not, as he thinks proper. To
Teave tho fleld because of reflections cast apon
him, savors rather of the impetuons warrior
than the sound stafésman, both of which
qualitfes we expected to find n General
Bicklea. The objectionable remarks in the
opinion which have caunsed this atep are
found in the following paragraphs:—

“The coharges aguinst Gonoernl Sickles are
Eweeping mj emﬁ}lmt\o_. In another of these
-districts a body of military edlots, lssued in
gon eral and special orders regulurly numberasd,
and in occastopal clreulars, have been promul-

gted ;which already boginto nssume the dimen-
lons of aoode.

After enumerating the orders of General

Pickles, the Attorney-General continues:—

“This construotlon of his power under tha
aot of Congress places the military oomns
mander on ihe samo fooling as the Con-
gress of the Unlted States, It assames that
the paramount authority of the Unlted States
at any Ume to abollsh, modlfly, control, or
supersede,’ i3 yvested In bhim as fally as It (s
reserved lo Congress. He desems himselfl a
ropresentative of that paramount authority.
He puts himself upon an equality with the lnw
making power of the Unton, the only para-
mount authority 1o our Governmenlt, so f4r, al
least, a8 the enactment of laws Is conosrnad,
He places himself on higher ground than the
Fresldent, who Is simply an eéxeenlive officer,
He assumes, direclly or Indirectiy, all the
authority of the 8State, leglslative, exeoutive,
and judiclal, and o effeet declares 'l am the
Btate,! I regret that 1 find It necassary Lo
gpeak 80 pleinly of this assumption of sutho-
II'l + Iropeat what I have heratofore satd, that
issued under an houest bellef tnal they were
Dheceasary or expedient, and fully warranted by
1he aot of Congress.'

Thestatements of the Attorney-(leneral werc
not noted for their courtosy, but at the sama
time it was hardly necessary for General
Bickles to take notice of them., He did not
zeceive his appointment from Judge Stan-
Dbery. He had nothing whatever to do with
that officer, and until the President officially
endorsed the Attorney-General's opinion, and
ordered the revooation of General Sigkles’
“'code,”” he should mnot have taken sach
a step as to tender his resignation. His
motives were, no doubt, highly honorable,
but it would have been more politic to have a
distinot cause for such au action, or, if possi-
ble, to awaita removal by the Execntive.
guoch should have been his fate, his popularity
was seoured,

What Ilas Become of It?

Tuxr Board of Health, with a wise procaution
to avert the threatemed cholera, asked an ap-
propriation from Councils to place the city in
the proper sanitary condition. This very
proper request was referred 10 a select com-
mittee, to whom also was entrusted the lucid
plan of Mr. Hancock, whereby six officials
were (o report to the Mayor, and the Mayor
report back to six officials, in order that a
measure might be adopted. The cironmlo-
cution office of Dickens was plagiarized by
the author of this complete system of “‘how
not to do it.” This Committee has not
yet reported, although it has had the matter
in its hands for over two weeks. We would
like to ask what has become of the appropria-
tion? BSo far as Mr. Hanoock's ideas are con-
cerned, we really do not care what has beesn
done with them. If his bill has been mislaid,
his loss will be the public good. But itis
really necessary that the funds needed be
placed in the hands of the Board. We
earnesily hope that the gentlemen of the Com-
mittes will recognize the propriety of report-
ing, this afternoon, a resolution in favor of
supplying the money asked for.

Another Theatre Gone,
Last niour another dreadful oatastrophe oc-
eurred in our midst. It is mot so much the
destruction of preperty which malkes us look
with sorrow on the fire last night, as {4 is the
loss of #o0 many human lives. The Amarican
Theatre was burned, but it can be rebuilt; but
& dozen brave heroes, in seeking Lo protest pro-
perty from destraction, came t0 an nntimely
end. Hardly a week since more than a score
were by a similar sccident launched into
etornity, and now agsin we are called upon
to mourn the loss of another band of usefal
citizens, A full acoonut of the disaster is pub-
lished on our eighth page, together with a
history of the building, and a list of all the
theatres in the United Sjates which have besn
destroyed by fire. It was almost providential
that with the audience in the building, and
the actors on the stage, all esoaped without
aocident, and it was only by the falling of the
walls, long afterwards, that the oasualties oc-
ourred. Our city is unfortunate in this re-
speot, the American being the fourth theatre
burned—the old Cheimut Strest, the Chinese
Museum, and the National being its predeces-
